They them- 
selves might be reluctant to supply it 
again on an allowance of only 00,000 
skins annually, did they not know from 
experience that even this would pay 
them. The advantage therefore of the 
proposed change is clearly on the side 
of the present liohleis of the lease. 
.Should they renew it, and then liave the 
authoii/.cd number promptly restored lo 
100, 0(K) a year, the allair would look 
very ijiteer, indeed. 

la the icdnctioii necessary? It cer- 
tainly does not seem .so. A good deal 
has been said lately ahont the diminish- 
ing number of the seals, and, no doubt, 
under tbe weak and vacillating policy 
of the last two years, poaching has in- 
creased; but it is perfectly evident that 
it is for the interest of the Alaska Com- 
mercial t'ompaiiy, which wishes not 
only to renew its lease but to do so with 
the least possible ciiiii|)etition, and on 
the lowest possibly terms, to magnify 
the extent of the illicit iioachiug and 
its injury to the seals. Still, it ia not 
necessary that the secretary of tho 
treasury should take the company's 
view of the situation by so remarkably 
reducing the number of skins author- 
ized. However, when the lease has 
been renewed for twenty years, the 
lessees, whoever they may be, will 
probably have a different story to tell, 
and will show that 100,000 seals a year 
can safely be taken, and perhaps that 
the odd 40,000 now to be sacrinced can 
be made up. 

It baa lately been said that 30,000 
skins H year are takou by poachers; and 
AgentTtiigle once reported that three out 
of four of the seivlsshot bypo iobers sink 
and are never recovered, One of the 
leading Britiah Columbian captains en- 
gaged in sealing says tliat this estimate 
is preposterous, and that out of si.xteen 
that ai e shot only .-bout one escapes. 
\'.\ vn .Mr. .Sloss, president of the Alaska 
conipaiiy, recently put the poached 
seals kiiled last season at ,')(), (100 or (10,- 
000, of which ;il),000 were savcl. Ihit, 
taking Agent Tingle's extreme ligiires, 
we shonlil have to add 110,000 for the 
seals shot and sinking to the ,'iO,O0O, 
which would give 120,000 a year, and 
the 100,000 lawfully Uilled would then 
give a total of 'J'JO.OOO. No doubt that 
is a great many to take away from the 
I'ribylov isliualM and their vicinity; but 
only two years ago a careful caleulation 
of "the total of breeding seiila on .St. 
I'anl and iS|. (icm gc's ishinds," made by 
Assistant Agent N'oyes, ]iut the 
nmiibei' at (i,.'M7,7oO. .Mr. Tingle, who 
iliil not iiiiike the exact calcii- 
latioii, also admitted that there must 
be nearly ,'.,000, OIK) breeding seals visit- 
ing there. Hence, even with an extra- 
vagant estimate as to the poaching of 
the |)reaent year, which excelled that of 
the year before, it acenia strange to say 
that the extra nunibur killcil by poachers 
in tho two seasona baa ho ca.seutially re- 
duced the live or si.x inilliona belonging 
to tho Pribylov lalanda as to make it 
necessary to suddenly bring down tho 
legal inaxiiunin for the lessees forty per 
cent., at the moment when competition 
ought lo be encouragod. 

Ill reality, as has been aeeii, there an; 
probably not more than Ili0,00() seuis 
killed o year, lawfully and unlawfully; 
and since three aro rookeries on the Rus- 
aiun side of Behring's Sea, possibly some 
nf tlie seals takou scores of miles out by 
pcBohere are from those which go 
there, and not to St. Paul and 
St. 6euri2o. The rent of the latter 
islands is fixed at $65,000 a year; but 
tins is the smallest it^m of the. income 
they yield. The jgovemment also gets 
$•2 revenue for ekou akin taken, and Q2k 
cents royalty for thosuocessful bid on the 
lease. ,So it appears that, by reducing 
tho nuiiibcr of skills lo 00,000 the first 
year, .Mr. Wliidom cuts off from the 
governiiienl §105,000 even should the 
present royalty fail to be increased.

I!ut whether there was or not was a 
matter of perfect inditreronce to those

Keeping Sweet Potatoes. 

Put a layer of cornstalks on the smooth 
surface as thickly aa you can, and cross lay 
with another layer of stalks. Spread over 
the stalks about foui- inches of piuo straw or 
any other straw Next, nail together four 
planks or boards, forming a hollow. Bore 
boles iu eai'h side of this toleralily thick; 
stiind it ou end in the I'euter of the straw, 
and pile tile pot.'itiH's arniind it Put a layer 
of straw over tin> putalofs and a layer of 
corn.stalks, setting, mi imkIs fiver it. Cover 
tho stalks will; dirt, spading it from cIos« 
around the haiiu. thereiiy luriiiiug a ditch to 
turn the water Iroiii tlie potatoes, iiusureto 
let tho toji ends of the boards extend a little 
above tho top of the bank. Leave the top 
open until rain or i-old snuj) comes, then cover 
with a piei'o ot phiiili until tho weather mod- 
erates. This hnllow luriiishe.s u channel 
through iviiicb air can readily reach the po- 
tatoes all ar.iiiiiil tlio centei', and should be 
kept open as iiiiirli as po.ssiblo while the 
weatliei- is cool, but a,s winter approaches it 
Hliould be kept closed. Potatoes always go 
through a su eat after beirig bonked, and air 
distributed through them is .vary. MseutlaL'

To Tin: ICiiiToK:- -In this, age of pro- 
gress, and improved house comfort, 
wiiy is it that so many of the houses in 
Victoria have such a saipid frost-break- 
ing system of water pipes laid V Why 
don't the architects of N'ictoria exercise 
more eominon sense In this niattei'? If 
the pipes were more sensibly located 
within the houses, they wooM he more 
1,'el-at-idile, and more easily priilected 
from the netion of frost. As a rule 
they have been, and are still being laid 
ami fixed below the lloors, and abovi; 
the ceilings in such a way as to cause 
unnecessary delays und much damage in 
making rep>:iirs. 

The present system of laying the 
pipes exposes them to cold air from the 
roofs and under the floors. If they 
were laid along tho lloors and under the 
ceilings, and neatly covered in h^ a 
movable wooden or brass moulding, 
tliuy need not ho unsightly; and in case 
repairs were needed they could be got 
at without having to call in carpenters, 
plasterers and painters to repair the 
unavoidable damage now douo by.the 
plumbers in effecting repain, -'. .
